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Millage proposal added to Commission 
on Aging’s August referendum ballot

The search for finding a new 
home for the Crawford County 
Commission on Aging’s Grayling 
Senior Center took a new twist on 
Thursday. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, at its monthly ways 
and means committee meeting, 
voted to approve ballot language for 
a referendum vote that will ask vot- 
ers to decide if up to $1.5 million in 


bond funds will be used to relocate 
the Grayling Senior Center to the 
former Grayling Fish Hatchery 
building. 

The county board also approved a 
.3 of a mill request for 20 years that 
would allow the Commission on 
Aging to build a new senior center 
on east side of the AuSable River 
just south of North Down River 
Road. 

Commission on Aging and county 
officials are striving to meet the 


desires of seniors who do not favor 
the move to the fish hatchery but 
would prefer building a new senior 
center. The vote will be held on 
Tuesday, August 4. 

“With putting both proposals on 
the ballot, we'll know in a few short 
months where we should be going,” 
said Alice Snyder, the director for 
the Commission on Aging. 

In April, seniors submitted 1,425 
signatures from registered voters to 
force a referendum vote on the 


county’s issuance of $1.5 million in 
bonds to pay for renovations and 
additions to the former Grayling 
Fish Hatchery building for a new 
home for the’ Grayling Senior 
Center. 

Seniors seeking to force the refer- 
endum vote only needed to collect 
1,150 signatures to put the funding 
proposal on the ballot. 

Holding the special election will 
cost the Commission on Aging

Asbestos abatement 
needed before 
county building 
project proceeds

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners learned that they will have 
a minor setback before proceeding with an 
addition and renovation project to the coun- 
ty building. 

County Administrator Paul Compo said 
that an asbestos survey was done in the 
county building as part of the planning for 
the county’s addition and renovation pro- 
ject. The county board is in the process of 
issuing up to $1.5 million in bonds to 
make the building compliant with the 
Americans With Disabilities Act. The pro- 
ject will include installing an elevator to 
allow people to access the basement floor 
of the building, creating handicapped 
accessible bathrooms and altering door- 
ways and counters to better serve the hand- 
icapped. 

Edward Radecki, a certified asbestos 
inspector from Mackinac Environmental 
Technology Inc., completed the asbestos 
survey. The survey was completed for 
Northwest Design Group, a Petoskey based 
engineering and planning firm, and for 
Crawford County officials. 

Results of the survey determined that 
regulated asbestos obtaining material was 
found in the first floor foyer, two rest rooms 
adjacent to the foyer, the staircase off the 
foyer, the basement landing located at the

Crawford County Sheriff’s Deputies 
responded to three separate alcohol related 
injury accidents last weekend. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk Wakefield 
said the accidents sent eight people to 
Mercy Hospital Grayling. Three of the 
accident victims were air lifted to St. 
Mary’s of Michigan Hospital in Saginaw 
for very serious injuries and another was 
transported to Munson Medical Center in 
Traverse City. 

The first accident occurred around 8:40 
p.m. on Saturday at the southbound 
entrance ramp to I-75. A vehicle occupied 
by five men from the Houghton Lake area 
last control on the ramp, skidded across 1- 
75, then rolled into the median. One of the 
occupants was ejected from the vehicle and 
sustained multiple broken bones. Two of 

the victims had to be extricated from the 
vehicle, 

The Frederic Township Ambulance dis- 
covered the second accident at | a.m, on 
Sunday as they were returning from Mercy 
Hospital Grayling after assisting with the 
first accident scene. 

A 25-year-old Grayling man, who had 
driven off of Old U.S. 27 north of the 
Grayling High School, was the lone occu- 
pant of the vehicle. The vehicle rolled mul- 
tiple times and struck several trees. The dri- 
ver had to be cut from the vehicle with the 
Jaws of Life. The driver sustained serious 
injuries. 

The third accident occurred at 3:32 a.m. 
on Sunday in Beaver Creek Township near 
the intersection of Old U.S. 27 and South 
Grayling Road in front of the Moose 
Lodge. The vehicle left the roadway and

Continued from 1A 
between $10,000 
$15,000. 

Seniors spearheading the 
petition drive said that relo- 
cating to the fish hatchery 
was not a desirable move 
for seniors, who felt that 
building a new senior center 
was the best option. 

The county board 
weighed the pros and cons 
of each proposal before 
deciding to put the two 
funding measures on the 
August ballot. 

If the fish hatchery option 
is favored by county voters, 
county officials would pay 
off the $1.5 million in 
bonds from the county’s 
general fund. 

Funds earmarked to reha- 
bilitate the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery building would 
coming from bond issues 
that will be paid off for an 
addition to the Crawford 
County Jail and the installa- 
tion of heating, cooling and 
ventilation systems at the 
Crawford County 
Courthouse. 

County Commissioner 
Mike Lange said county 
officials promoted the use 
of the fish hatchery building 
since it would breath new 
life into the landmark com- 
munity building, provide a

parks system for seniors 


and would not cause taxes 
to increase. 

“That’s why we tried to 
take the least painful alter- 
native we could,” Lange 
said. “‘We’re already care- 
takers of the property and 
it’s just sitting there idle.” 

If the option to build a 
new senior center on the 
east side of the AuSable 
River is supported by vot- 
ers, that would mean a hike 
in tax bills for all properties 
in Crawford County. The 
millage would raise about 
$2 million to fund construc- 
tion of the new facility. 

Crawford County 
Commissioner Rick 
Anderson questioned if 
County Health Department 
#10, which is also seeking 
additional space, and the 
senior center could both 
occupy the fish hatchery, 

Snyder and Jack Mahank, 
chairman of the 
Commission on Aging 
Board, said the joint ven- 
ture is not a viable option. 

The senior center now 
has 5,000 square feet of 
space. Planners for Life 
Span Design Studio, an 
Ohio based planning and 
architectural firm which 


ee ve 


specializes in designing 
senior facilities, said the 
Commission on Aging 
needs 8,000 to 12,600 
square feet of space to meet 
future needs of the senior 
population. The fish hatch- 
ery building has about 
8,000 square feet of avail- 
able space. Officials would 
like to offer a variety of ser- 
vices such as exercise and 
fitness to the younger 
senior population, Officials 
are also preparing 0 
accommodate the emerging 
Baby Boomer generation as 
they begin to seek services 
from the community. 

“It’s barely big enough to 
get us by with what we 
need to have now,” Snyder 
said. 

A new senior center, if 
backed by voters, would 
cost $1.2 million, Snyder 
said. There has been no cost 
projection for site work, 
construction of roads into 
the property or an extension 
of the City of Grayling’s 
water and sewer service to 
the site. The property is 
owned by Crawford 
County, but is within the 
Grayling City limits. The 
city requires all new con- 
struction to be hooked into 
the community’s water and 
sewer system. Water and 
sewer mains would have to

be bored under the AuSable 
River to make the site a 
viable option for the senior 
center, 

Snyder said Commission 
on Aging officials would 
have soil borings and topo- 
graphical surveys conduct- 
ed in an attempt to deter- 
mine the unknown cost or if 
the site is suitable for con- 
struction. 

“The only risk you run is 
not knowing if you have 
enough money,” Snyder 
said, 

County Commissioner 
Scott Hanson stressed that 
county officials should 
name a specific site for 
building the new senior 
center option instead of just 
putting the millage proposal 
on the ballot and finding 
property later. 

‘Pm not going to just 
throw this out there to see 


what the public does,” 
Hanson said. 
The Commission on 


Aging Board began study- 
ing options to relocate the 
senior center seven years 
ago, but have earnestly been 
conducting a _ building 
search process for the last 
two years. Mahank said that 
10 potential sites for the 
senior center have been 
evaluated by the 
on Aging 


Board. 

Property owned by the 
the Carl W. Borchers VFW 
Post #3736 on Madsen 
Street and property located 
off of North Down River 
Road and Roberts Road 
emerged to the top of the 
list. Snyder said those 
options were deemed unde- 
sirable because they were 
too small, did not allow 
enough parking space or 
would end up being multi- 
level facilities. 

In the coming months, 
Commission on Aging and 
county officials will have to 
determine what they will do 
if both ballot issues are 
approved or defeated. 

Commission on Aging 
officials fear that the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development will 
hike the rent for the senior 
center so that it is equal to 
fair market rental properties 
in the community. The cur- 
rent senior center is leased 
from the Grayling Housing 
Commission. 

Snyder said that defeated 
ballot proposals and higher 
lease payments would force 
the senior center to curtail 
services and cut staff. 

“We’ve got an awful lot 
of pieces of the puzzle that 
are still on the table,” 
Stephenson said.

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JUSTICE DAVID Souter of New 
Hampshire will retire from the United States 
Supreme Court later this year, and new 
President Barack Obama will pick his 
replacement. 

Justice Souter will continue on the bench 
through its current session, but wants to 
leave in time to enjoy the summer in New 
Hampshire. President Barack Obama has 
promised to have a replacement in robes 
before the Court’s next year begins in 
October. 

Supreme Court appointments can be one 
of the most important roles a president can 
play, and if there are enough openings dur- 
ing his/her term, the president can have a 
lasting impact on the legal life of the land 
for years to come. 

Jockeying and speculation on Mr. 
Souter’s successor already are in full flight. 
Mr. Obama has commented only that he 
wants a new justice to have empathy for 
ordinary folks, however that can be inter- 
preted. 

Sen. Patrick Leahy of Vermont, Democrat 
and chair of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
which will handle hearings on the eventual 
court nominee, has said he’d like to see 
another woman on the court, and that he 
favors “more people from outside the judi- 
cial monastery, somebody who has some 
real-life experience.” 

The top Republican on that committee, 
Sen. Orrin Hatch of Utah, cautions that the 
President “should not appoint radicals to the 
court” but should name “somebody who

basically will obey the law.” 
* * * 

MOST FOLKS probably agree that the 
proper role of judges at all levels should be 
not to make new laws but to interpret and 
apply the law as it has been written. 

That’s where the burr gets under the sad- 
die. I’ve always marveled at the number of 
split decisions handed down by appellate 
courts at every level, from the US Supreme 
Court on down. 

How can nine intelligent, experienced and 
knowledgeable justices read the same lan- 
guage and still find ways to come up with so 
many divided decisions on the meaning of 
the words and their applications? 

According to most public conception, the 
US Supreme Court has a liberal bloc and a 
conservative bloc. Justices Souter, Stevens, 
Ginsberg and Breyer are usually liberal side, 
and Justices Scalia, Alito, Thomas and Chief 
Justice Roberts the usually conservative 
side, with Justice Kennedy as a swing vote. 

The result often is a 5-4 decision, one way 
or the other, and often on very important 
matters. 

Similar differences in political philosophy 
also are apparent in the Michigan Supreme 
Court, with the outcome of any case often 
depending on whether political conserva- 
tives or liberals hold the majority of the 
seven state court seats at any particular time.

JUSTICE SOUTER will be leaving a 
panel of seven white men, one white 
woman, and one African American man, 
which certainly does not reflect the gender, 
racial, or social makeup of the country as a 
whole. 

A Stanford law school professor recently 
pointed out the Court has never had a 
Latino or Asian-American justice or one 
who is openly gay, and that no current jus- 
tice has physical disabilities or has held 
elective. Most have been appointed from 
lower federal or state courts. 

Justice Souter, for example, worked in a 
private firm only two years after law school 
graduation, then became New Hampshire 
attorney general, state judge, federal judge 
and finally the US Supreme Court. 

Justices don’t always stay in the same 
philosophical corner from which they were 
chosen by their appointers. 

Justice Souter, for example, was appoint- 
ed by Republican President George H.W. 
Bush, who likely is surprised he ended up on 
the liberal side of the philosophical split. 

Justice Stephens, as another example, was 
named by Republican President Gerald 
Ford, and now is probably the most consis- 
tently liberal justice. The oldest member of 
the court in his mid-80s, Mr. Stephens like- 
ly could create another vacancy before too 
long.

CHIEF JUSTICE Earl Warren, selected 
by Republican President Dwight 
Eisenhower in the 1950s, usually is cited as 
probably the most dramatic political tum- 
around on the Supreme Court. Mr, 
Eisenhower once claimed the Warren selec- 
tion as one of his biggest mistakes as presi- 


dent, 


Justice Warren did indeed forge a liberal 
majority on the Court which contributed 
many decisions coming in the post-World 
War ll era, which caused considerable 
Republican disappointment. 

Republican Earl Warren had been a mod- 
erate-to-liberal governor of California, and 
although he had been Thomas Dewey’s vice 
presidential running mate in their 1948 
upset loss to President Harry Truman, his 
evolving liberal persuasion on the Supreme 
Court should not have been too big a sur- 
prise to Mr. Eisenhower or the public. 

Somehow once a Supreme Court justice 
dons that black robe, assumes the majestic 
surroundings and deference inherent in 
her/his new position, and assesses the mean- 
ing of the lifetime appointment, slivers of 
pent-up philosophical slants often bubbie to 
the surface. 

It could happen to some of the nine sitting 
justices, or any new appointments, and has 
happened to more than a few.

As 
Proverbs 21:1 says, “1The 
king’s heart is in the hand 
of the LORD, as the rivers 
of water: he turneth it 
whithersoever he will.” 
Pharaoh knew he was 
resisting the action of God 
toward freeing the Jews: 
“that I might show my 
power in thee, and that my 
name might be declared 
throughout all the earth.” 
Pharaoh not only resisted 
the authority of God’s pur- 
pose, he resisted the action 
of God’s power. Each of 
the ten plagues God sent to 
destroy Egypt proved the 
same God had power to 
deliver the Jews. By 
Pharaoh’s continued 
refusal to free the Jews, he 
exalted the name of 
Israel’s God before the 
eyes of the entire world. 
The more power God used 
in Egypt’s destruction and 
Israel’s deliverance only 
brought more future praise 
and glory to His name. 
“386But the LORD, who 
brought you up out of the 
land of Egypt with great 
power and a stretched out 
arm, him shall ye fear, and 
him shall ye worship, and 
to him shall ye do sacri- 
fice.” (2 Kings 17:36). 

Not only did Pharaoh 
know he was resisting 
God’s authority and action, 
but also God as an 
avenger: “18Therefore 
hath he mercy on whom he 
will have mercy, and whom

Joel Arwood kick-started 
Danyelle and Mike’s 
efforts to apply for housing 
assistance through the 
Crawford County Habitat 
for Humanity. The family 
has been moving from var- 
ious rental homes and 
could not afford rent for 
more spacious housing and 
did not qualify for a mort- 
gage. The two boys were 
forced to share a room. 

Mike works for the Great 
American Door Company 
in Waters, while Danyelle 
is a stay at home mom tak- 
ing classes through 
Kirtland Community 
College to obtain a certifi- 
cate to do medical billing 
and coding. 

“T’s a blessing and it’s 
coming at the right time,” 
Mike said. 

Mike, who is also a 
member of the Grayling 
Fire Department, said he 
has nothing against his 
landlord, but would rather 
put his paycheck and effort 
towards the family’s future. 

“T hate renting,’ Mike 
said, “It’s like throwing 
your money in the trash 
can.”

receive the home, said she 
was driven to tears when 
she learned her efforts had 
succeeded. 

“I was really excited and 
the boys were the first ones 
I told,” she said. 

The home will allow the 
family to live by Danyelle’s 
mother, Cindy Walker, and 
her brother, Matthew 
Larson. 

Walker said she looks 
forward to spending more 
time with her daughter and 
grandsons, especially dur- 
ing the holidays, 

“That’s what I look for- 
ward to — she gets the holi- 
day dinners now,” Walker 
said. 

Johanna Jurkovich, exec- 
utive director for the 
Crawford County Habitat 
for Humanity, said they 
hope to have 30 to 40 vol- 
unteers available for the 
blitz build, but still could 
use more heip. 

“We can always use a lot 
more volunteers,” 
Jurkovich said. “You don’t 
have to be an experienced 
carpenter. There are a lot of 
jobs that need to be done 
and crop up at the job site.” 

Over the two days, the 
framing and walls for the 
home will be erected and 
the roof will be in place so 
the house is _ totally 
enclosed, 

Danyelle and Mike will 
each have to provide 250 


hours of sweat equity 
toward the construction of 
their home, volunteer to 
work on future Habitat for 
Humanity homes and assist 
with fund-raisers. 

“They gave us_ this 
opportunity and the least I 
can do is help them build 
the next one,” said Mike, 
who has a_ background 
working in the construction 
industry. 

The Crawford County 
Habitat for Humanity built 
its last home in the 
Manistee River Woods sub- 
division. Construction for 
the home, which went to 
Vanessa Fleeman, began in 
the fall of 2004 and was 
completed in June 2005. 

The home was one of 
over 225 dwellings that 
were built by over 50 
Habitat for Humanity affil- 
iates throughout Michigan 
and parts of Canada as part 
of the Jimmy Carter Work 
Project of 2005. 

President Carter’s long- 
standing relationship with 
Habitat for Humanity 
began in 1984 when he 
donated one day of labor at 
a work site in Americus, 
Ga., the home of Habitat 
for Humanity’s internation- 
al headquarters. The Jimmy 
Carter Work project is the 
Habitat’s largest annual 
event. 

“The sacrifice I thought I 
would be making turned 


out to be one of the greatest 
blessings of my life,” said 
Carter, who has given 
Habitat for Humanity 
worldwide exposure. “I 
don’t know of anything I've 
ever seen that more vividly 
demonstrates love in action 
than Habitat for 
Humanity.” 

Over the past four years, 
the Crawford County 
Habitat for Humanity has 
focused on raising funds to 
build the current house. 

Jurkovich said the 
Crawford County Habitat 
for Humanity would like to 
position itself where it can 
build one home each year 
or every other year, which 
will require obtaining a 
number of small donations 
and holding several fund- 
raisers. 

“With lots of people giv- 
ing small amounts, we can 
build a home,” Jurkovich 
said, “We build a home one 
nail at a time.” 

Two lots for Habitat for 
Humanity homes are avail- 
able in the Bradford Hills 
subdivision in Frederic. 
One lot was donated by a 
man living in Colorado 
seeking to part with the 
land. The second lot was 
donated as part of a settle- 
ment of an estate from a 
family living in Florida. 

“The dream would be to 
build both homes at the 
same time,” Jurkovich said.

Continued from 1A 
bottom of the stairs and the 
two rest rooms adjacent to 
the basement landing. 

Specifically, asbestos was 
found in floor tiles, mastic 
glue holding down the floor 
tiles and pipe insulation. 

Radecki said that any 
asbestos containing materi- 
al that will be disturbed dur- 
ing the county building 
facelift must be removed by 
a licensed asbestos abate- 
ment contractor. 

“He said the floor tile was 
in good shape, and if we 
weren’t tearing it out, it 
wouldn’t be a problem,” 
Compo said. 

Compo said that county 


officials believed that the 
county building was 
asbestos free after 
Honeywell Corp. replaced 
the heating and ventilation 
system in July 1996, 
Honeywell Corp. hired 
Figurine Co. of Saginaw as 
a subcontractor to remove 
the old boiler. The company 
hired four local boys to 
carry asbestos insulation 
from the basement of the 
building to a garbage dump- 
ster, Asbestos is known to 
contain carcinogens. 

After the incident was 
discovered, the county 
building was shut down for 
two days and

Consulting of Traverse City 
was called in to clean and 
test the building to ensure it 
was safe. 

The county was fined by 
the Michigan Department of 
Health Division for 
Occupational Health. In 
addition, the county hired a 
doctor to test county 
employees and the four 
boys. 

Former Crawford County 
Prosecutor John Huss 
sought to recoup about 
$70,000 in costs and lost 
wages in connection with 
the improper removal of the 
asbestos. The lawsuit was 
eventually settled in 2002. 

Mackinac Environmental 

Technology Inc. estimated 
it would cost between 
$4,500 to $5,500 to abate 
the asbestos, County offi- 
cials hope to have the abate- 
ment completed after con- 
struction bids are received 
for the project and prior to 
the bond sale to fund the 
county building upgrades, 
— “It doesn’t seem to effect 
our budget that much,” 
County Commissioner 
Mike Lange said. “It may 
effect our timeline a little 
bit.” 

Some county commis- 
sioners were unaware that 
building materials for the 
building, which was com- 
pleted in 1969, contained 
asbestos. 

“It was a common build- 
ing material for a long 
time,’ Lange noted.
